THE legislature that adjourned Thursday was as closely 
1 follo\yed by the people as any General Assembly in the 
recent history of Arkansas. It was a spectacular session— 


.-.from the point of view of those things that make newspaper 


headlines—but it was also a useful and satisfying session. We 
live, these days, from one crisis to another. 
The special ses- 


sion of 1034 was faced by a default on state bonds. The reg- 
ular session of 1935 was faced by the federal government's 
withdrawal of 100 per cent public relief. In 1934 thc Gen- 
eral Assembly solved the highway crisis; and in 1935, after 
many weeks of deadlock, it evolved a plan for financing the 
public schools and matching the federal government's dona- 
tions for relief. 
A great many people will find fault

.(^with the legislature on thc controvcr- 


| sial matter of liquor legislation and 
| horsc-racing. 


But moh't of us recognize that these 


are issues which never will be perm- 
anently settled so long as mankind 
remains what it is. 


Public sentiment swings first one 


way, and then another. 


During the World war we went 


"conservative." We passed many laws. 


After the war we became cynical. 


We flouted all laws. 


Today we have gone "liberal"— 


taking thc view that if a law is not 
to be enforced it should be repealed. 


But all this has little to do with thc 


50th General Assembly. Any keen ob- 
server of the temper of the people 
knew that it was an even bet long 
before the legislature convened that 
we were clue for a wholesale repeal of 
laws. On this score, the legislature 
had but little free will. 


But thc vital problem before it— 


the problem of restoring Arkansas' 
self-reliance in the fraternity of states 
—was a problem that the representa- 
tives and senators, after many heart- 
breaking delays, did at thc llth hour 
finally recognize and solve.

Baked Fish 


One pound fillets of fish or fish 


seak, 1 cup sliced carrots, 1 cup diced 
celery, 1 small onion, 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice, 2 tablespoons butter. > 2 


I teaspoon salt, 1 cup coarse stale bread 


j crumbs, 4 tablespoons minced parsley, 
paprika. 


Peel and slice onion and spread 


evenly in the bottom of a well-but- 
tered shallow baking dish. Cut fish 
in sizes suitable 
for 
serving 
and 


sprinkle with lemon juice. Let stand 
ten minutes. Put diced vegetables over 
onion in baking dish and arrange fish 
over vegetables. Sprinkle with sail 
and pepper and cover with crumbs. 
Melt butter and pour over crumbs. 
Cover and bake forty-five minutes in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) Ten 
minutes before serving remove cover, 
sprinkle with parsley and paprika and 
brown crumbs. Serve from. baking 
dish. 


If it's too much for the family, hav- 


ing fish and spinach in the same meal, 
you might substitute Harvard beets 
for the vegetable. 


Harvard Beets 


Two cups diced cooked beets. 2 ta- 


blespoons butter, 
1 teaspoon corn- 


starch, 3 tablespoons sugar, 4 table- 
spoons lemon juice, 4 tablespoons vin- 
egar, Vi teaspoon salt, few grains pep- 
per. 


Mix and sift sugar and cornstarch 


and add to butter which has been 
melted. Mix well and stir in lemon 
juice and vinegar. Cook and stir un- 
til sauce boils. Add beets, salt and 
pepper and let stand on the back of 
the range in a place that will keep the 
dish hot but not continuously cook- 
ing for thirty minutes. The sauce be- 
comes a rich red and thickens as it 
stands.
